Hanson descendent continues family’s military tradition 


CRAWFORD COUNTY 
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Crawford County voters went 
to the polls Tuesday to decide 
who their elected officials will 
be for the next four years. 

In the sole race at the county 
level in Crawford County for the 
Crawford County Prosecuting 
Attorney's position, Grayling 
Attorney Everette “Trey” Ayers 
defeated David Sabin, the cur- 
rent assistant county prosecutor, 
by a 1,016 to 829 vote. Longtime 
Crawford County Prosecutor 
John Huss is retiring at the end 
of the year and is not seeking re- 
election. 

In Beaver Creek Township, 
incumbent Township Supervisor 
Lee Riley was defeated by chal- 
lenger Brian Ashton. Ashton 
received 177 votes and Riley 
received 110 votes. Kathleen 
Pardo, a former township trustee 
who also ran for the supervisor’s 
job, trailed the field with 53 
votes. 

Incumbent Beaver Creek 
‘Township Clerk Sharon K. 
Hartman prevailed in a challenge 
mounted by Kim VanNuck. 
Hartman received 198 votes to 
VanNuck’s 132 votes. 

Beaver Creek Township Board 
incumbent trustees Gary 
Summers and Meghan Little 
retained their seats on the town- 
ship panel. Summers received 
176 votes, Little garnered 167 
votes and challenger Billie Jo 
Miller trailed the field with 144 
votes. 

In Frederic Township, voters 
- approved a two-mill renewal 
proposal for fire department ser- 
vices for five years by a 149 yes 
vote to a 84 no vote. A second

Incumbent Grayling Charter 
Township Treasurer Cindy 
Oison, who was appointed to the 
position last year by the town- 
ship board, survived a challenge 
from Cheryl) Ruley by a vote of 
673 to 275. 

Grayling Charter Township 
incumbent trustees Shawn’ 
Kraycs and Dennis Long sur- 
vived a challenge for their seats, 
on the board. Grayling Charter. 
Township is expanding from two 
to four trustee positions since 
being established as a charter. 
township last year. Duane, 
Brooks and Linda Munsey were 
the other two winners for the 
township trustee seats, Kraycs 
received 659 votes, Long 
received 508 votes, Brooks had 
564 votes and Munsey received 
472 votes. Travis Roberts 


. received 323 votes and James 


Reed 257 votes in their failed 
bids for the township trustee 
positions. The top four vote get- 
ters will face a slate of no-party 
affiliation candidates in the gen- 
eral election. 

In Lovells Township, Tamara 
Kengel received 25 votes, 
defeating Jan Reynolds, who 
was supported with 21 votes, in 
the Democratic race for the 
township clerk’s _ position. 
Kengel will go on to face 
Republican Cynthia Infante in 
the general election. Longtime 
Lovells Clerk Cheryl Hopp 
opted not to mun for re-election.

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Grayling brothers 
nabbed after crime spree

Arrest warrants are being 
sought for two Grayling 


Township brothers, for breaking 
into the St. Francis Episcopal 
Church and into a Grayling busi- 


ness, after they were nabbed by _ 


Gaylord police last week, 
Matthew Vansickle, 22, and 
Joshua Vansickle, 17, were 
afraigned in Otsego County 
District Court on Monday on a 
host of felony charges. Joshua 
Vansickle was charged for 
breaking and entering into a 
building with intent, motor vehi- 
cle-unlawfully driving away and 
police officer fleecing and elud- 
ing-fourth degree. He is being 
held in the Otsego County Jail in 
jieu of a $30,000 cash or surety 
bond. Matthew Vansickle was 
charged with two counts of 
breaking and entering into a 
building with intent and larceny 
in a building. He is being held in 
the Otsego County Jail in tieu of 
a $20,000 cash or surety bond. 
The brothers were arrested by 
Gaylord City Police following a 
two-county chase on Friday. 
Officers from the Gaylord City 
Police Department attempted to 
stop a vehicle the Vansickles 
were traveling in, near 
and Vantyle Road, 
for a traffic violation around 3 
a.m. on Friday, Aug. |. The driv- 
er accelerated, traveling west- 
bound on Vantyle Road and 
leading officers on a high-speed 
chase into Antrim County, 
through the town of Alba. The 


Vansickles eventually turned 
around and came back into 
Otsego County on Alba Road, 
where officers used spike strips 
to deflate the tires on their vehi- 
cle. The vehicle slowed down 
and went off the road into a field, 
where it came to a stop. Joshua 
Vansickle, the driver of the vehi- 
cle, was arrested at the scene 


without incident. Antrim 
County Sheriff's Deputies, 
Otsego County —_ Sheriff’s 


Deputies and Michigan State 
Police troopers assisted with the 
chase. There were no injuries, 
and no patrol cars were damuaeee 
during the chase. 

Through their investigation, 
officers learned the identity of 
Matthew Vansickle, who fled the 
car on foot sometime during the 
chase. Matthew Vansickle was 


located by police in Antrim | 


County and was taken into cus- 
tody for his role in the crime 
spree. 

Gaylord Police confiscated 
stolen property and burglary 
tools from the suspects and a 
safe taken from a Gaylord busi- 
ness was also recovered from the 
car. 

Police learned that the two 
men broke into Jimmy Jukebox 
Family Center and Jet’s Pizza as 
well as Murphy Auto Sales. The 
vehicle they were also traveling 
in was stolen from the Gaylord 
car dealership. They also admit- 
ted to breaking into the Consign 
in Grayling resale shop and the 
St. Francis Episcopal Church in 
Crawford County. A cash regis- 


ter was removed from Consign 
in Grayling. 

A safe and portable CD player 
were taken from the church, The 
burglaries are being investigated 
by Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputies, who are seeking war- 
rants based on information 
received from Gaylord police. 

Reverend Elizabeth Chace, the 
pastor for the St. Francis 
Episcopal Church, said there 
was no money from church col- 
lections or the church's thrift 
shop in the safe. 

Chace said that the safe is used 
to protect church records for 
baptisms, weddings and funer- 
als, which they are required to 


keep. as-a parish. 


Chace said Paul Compo, the 
Crawford County administrator 
and assistant treasurer for the 
church, is working with police 
and insurance investigators to 
determine if any contents of the 
safe were removed or damaged. 
The handle of the safe was dam- 
aged as burglars were trying to 
gain entry, making it so the safe 
cannot be opened. 

Chace said that she and parish 
members are saddened by the 
breaking and entering, saying 
that she wished people in need 
would come to the church to get 


help or be linked with other 


resources in the community, 

“They must be desperate, 
because a little tiny church does 
not have much money,” Chace 
said. “We're hurting and we’re 
hurting for the people that end 
up this way.”

Crawford County public 
safety employees retire

A pair of Crawford County 
employees, with a combined 
service of over five decades 
devoted to the public safety of 
the community, retired from 
their positions last week. 

Crawford County Sheriff's 
‘Deputy Dean Goss, who had 32 
years of service with the county, 
handed in his gun and badge, 
and Central Dispatcher Mike 
Shearer, who worked for the 
county for 19 years, signed off 
the county dispatch and 911 sys- 
tem for the last time on Tuesday, 
July 28, 

Goss, a Grayling native, 
received an invitation to join the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department as a snowmobile 
and marine patrol officer, from 
former Sheriff Harold “Bum” 
Hatfield, on July 3, 1976. Goss, 
who also served as a ‘Grayling 
City/Township Firefightér, was 
an EMT who handied volunteer 
runs for the ambulance service 
which was then operated by the 
sheriff's department. He also 
worked on the reserve officer 
program for the Grayling City 
Police Department. 

“That's how I got my foot in 
the door and they knew who I 
was,” he said. 

Goss became certified as a 
police officer after attending 
Kalamazoo College's Police 
Academy and then joined the 
road patrol. 

Goss recalled an incident 
which occurred on Kraus Road, 
where a woman was robbed and 
sexually assaulted, as one of his 
most memorable complaints. 
The armed perpetrator fled the 
scene when fellow Deputy 
Shawn Schnoor arrived, then led 
‘police on a high-speed chase 
before being stopped by State 
Police at a road block on I-75. 

“Tf it would have been me and 
him out cn Kraus Road, it would 
have been a shoot-out - no doubt 
about it,’ Goss said. 

Goss also said that a shoot-out 
that occurred at the Frederic I-75 
Rest Area on Sept. 14, 1995, 
which resulted in Deputy Paul 
Smith being shot and State 
Police Trooper Ronald Croskey 
being shot and disabled, was a 
difficult moment for local law 
enforcement. Goss said that offi- 
cers were having a meeting 
when the incident occurred, 
grabbed their vests and guns, 
and rushed to the scene to aid 
their colleagues. 

“That's hard on everybody, 
seeing an officer wounded,” he 
said. 

Goss served a brief stint as the 
Crawford County undersheriff, 
under Sheriff Joe White, then 
returned back into the ranks of 
the road patrol. While most of 
his three decades plus have been 
handling routine investigations 
‘and incidents, Goss said that he 
simply enjoyed helping people 
while they were in need. 

“You try to help out, whenev- 
er you can,” Goss said. 


John Klepadlo, who has 
worked as a snowmobile patrol 
and marine officer for the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office, is currently working in 
the field training officer’s pro- 
gram in hopes of filling the slot 
on the road patrol vacated by 
Goss. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said that Goss was a 
“great humanitarian” whose 
shoes will be difficult to fill. 

“Dean is an exemplary person 
and he has one of the highest 
levels of dedication to this pro- 
fession that I have seen in a 
long, long time,” Wakefield said. 
“It didn’t matter what it was, 
Dean would go ahead and do it, 
and you could always count on 
him.” 

Goss worked under eight sher- 
iffs during his tenure with the 
department. He said he appreci- 
ated the’ support ‘of ‘the sheriffs 
when he underwent two kidney 
transplants. 

“It's hard to work when you're 
on dialysis,” Goss said. 

Goss said he enjoys watching 
NASCAR races, going fishing 
and spending time with his six 
grandchildren. His wife, Linda, 
a former Mercy Hospital 
Grayling nurse, is disabled from 
a back injury, so they have no 
travel plans. 

“We really can't just get in the 
car and go,” he said. 

Goss said he hopes to land a 
part-time job in the community, 
working just two to three days a 
week. 

Goss said he will remain 
active with the sheriff's depart- 
ment and will lobby citizens to 
support the 24-hour road patrol 
millage when it comes up for 
renewal in 2009. 

“J would hate to see the sher- 
iffs department lose that,” he 
said. “It's hard to see good peo- 
ple go out the door.” 

Shearer moved to Grayling in 
1979, as a Michigan National 
Guard soldier, and worked at the 
Maneuver Area Training 
Equipment Site on North Down 
River Road and also at the Camp 
Grayling Armory. He started 
working for the Crawford 
County Central Dispatch in 
1989, 

Over the years, Shearer has 
hosted 24 foreign exchange stu- 
dents at his home, learning 
about their countries and offer- 


ing the youngsters a taste of life 
in the United States. 

Over the next three months 
Shearer plans to travel to 
Europe, making stops in 
Denmark, Belgium and the 
Czech Republic. He said he 
coordinated his travel plans with 
former exchange students, to 
coincide with their college, 
school and vacation schedules, 
and will go to Euro Disney, the 
site of the Berlin Wall, notable 
castles and World War I and 
World War II sites. 

Shearer plans to spend the 
Christmas holiday in Rio de 
Janeiro with exchange student 
Victor Gonzales. After selling 
his home on the AuSable River, 
Shearer plans to realize a long- 
time dream, moving to Florida 
and getting a job working at 
Disney World, Shearer said it 
would be ideal to get a job work- 


ing as a guide on a ride such as 
‘the Jungle Cruise. 
“It's nice clean entertain-— 


ment,” Shearer said. “I'm a big 
BSer, and I can do stuff like 
that.” 

Shearer recalled an armed 
robbery, which occurred at the 
Admiral Gas Station, as one of 
the most memorable incidents 
he handled as a dispatcher. The 
thief used a motorcycle to get 
away and led police on a chase 
before he crashed and was 
caught, by troopers from the 
Kalkaska Post of the Michigan 
State Police, with the loot and 
the weapon. 

“T felt good that I put that “be- 
on-the-look-out” out there in a 
timely manner, and they were 
able to catch him,” he said. 

Police were able to catch 
another robber after Shearer 
gave a vehicle description that 
Crawford County Road 
Commission employees saw 
while plowing the snow. 

Shearer also recalled helping 
save a man, who had just lost his 
wife and was contemplating sui- 
cide. Shearer said he was able to 
talk the man through his pain for 
four hours while discussing gar- 
dening with him and informing 
him of a local garden club in 
town. 

“He ended up getting involved 
with the club and doing that for 
a couple of years before he died 
a few years later,” he said. 

Shearer said it was always 
important for him to do his job

to keep the officers safe. 

“T vowed that I would always 
be able to send them home to 
their families and nobody ever 
got hurt on my shift,” he said. 

Over the years, Shearer has 
been a Grayling Little League 
and Grayling Junior Basketball 
coach. He helped found the 
Grayling Redskins youth foot- 
ball program. He has also been 
involved with the Grayling 
Youth Booster Club, — the 
Crawford County Historical 
Society and has served as a 
regional director for the 
Michigan Jaycees. 

Shearer has also served as a 
substitute teacher at Grayling 


High School, regularly lecturing * 


to history and social studies stu- 
dents on the Civil War and the 
Nazi atrocities at Auschwitz 
during World War II. 

“Its been busy working with 
the youth in the community and 
it’s been a lot of fun,” Shearer 
said. 

Shearer is being replaced by 
dispatcher Jay Mertes, one of 55 
applicants to apply to fill the 
vacancy. 

“Mike has always been a good 
loyal employee and I will miss 
arriving in the morning and hav- 
ing him greet me when I get 
here,” said Larry Akers, the 911 
and emergency management 
director for Crawford County.

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GOOD THINGS come to 
those who wait. That’s the opti- 
mistic prediction most of us have 
heard since childhood, 

Now, for Michigan delegates 
to the two major political con- 
ventions coming up in a few 
' weeks, it’s probably true. 

Sen. Barack Obama, the 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date-in-waiting, has formally 
requested full status for 
Michigan’s delegates at his 
party’s Denver convention. 

“As these delegates go about 
the important business of the 
convention, | believe party unity 
calls for the delegates from 
Florida and Michigan to be able 
10 participate fully alongside the 
delegates from other states and 
territories,” Sen. Obama wrote to 
the Democratic credentials com- 
mittee, putting into writing a 
position he has voiced while 
campaigning. 

“Accordingly, I ask that the 
Credentials Committee when it

meets on Aug. 24 to approve the 
delegates for the National 
Convention, pass a resolution 
that would entitle each delegate 
from Florida and Michigan to 
cast a full vote.” 

The credential folks promised 
the issue “will be the top priori- 
ty” for action. 

The Obama request came the 
day after a campaign swing 
through Florida and a day before 
a campaign visit to Michigan. 

x * * 

STATUS OF THE two states’ 
delegations has been in question 
since Michigan and Florida 
flouted national party rules by 
holding presidential primaries in 
January, encroaching on the pref- 
erential position granted by both 
parties to New Hampshire and 
Jowa to lead the nomination 
process. 

Initially the penalty was loss 
of all delegate rights. In May, 
while the presidential nomina- 
tion race was still in doubt, 
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Democrats changed that to half- 
votes for Michigan, and a divi- 
sion of delegates between former 
candidate Sen. Hillary Clinton 
and Sen. Obama, whose name 
was not even on the ballot in 
Michigan, 

Now Candidate Obama has 
asked for full rights. 

Prediction No. |: The national 
party will agree, and Michigan 
and Florida delegates will end up 
with full delegate privileges. 
Michigan has 156 delegates, 
including super delegates, and 
Florida has 211, 

Republican delegates also 
were penalized for their early 
primaries with only partial votes, 
but GOP candidate Sen. John 
McCain on the campaign trail 
also has been advocating full 
rights for all Republican dele- 
gates. 

Prediction No. 2: Republican 
leaders will agree and delegates 
will end up at their Minnesota 
national convention with full 
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rights and privileges. 
* * * 

WHAT DOES all! this mean 
about the future of the nominat- 
ing process — if anything? 

Democrats Sen. Carl Levin 
and Debbie Dingell, national 
committee member, who led 
Michigan’s fight for an early pri- 
mary, figure they’re on the right 
track in challenging the unnatur- 
al primacy of New Hampshire 
and Iowa in picking a president. 

“We have always been confi- 
dent that Michigan would have a 
full delegation and a full vote at 
the Democratic National 
Convention,” Sen. Levin and Ms. 
Dingell said in a statement 
issued after Sen. Obama’s appeal 
for delegate restoration. 

‘Sen. Obama’s action will 
help unify the Democratic Party. 
It also underscores the need for a 
fairer and more sensible process 
for selecting presidential nomi- 
nees, as well as the critical role 
of Michigan and Florida - two 
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representative swing states — 
over the efforts of lowa and New 
Hampshire to perpetuate their 
privileged position in that 
process.” 

This is not a new fight by 
activist Michigan Democrats. 
Their position long has been that 
there’s got to be a. better way to 
nominate presidential candi- 
dates. 

* * * 

NEW HAMPSHIRE and Iowa 
are small states with limited eco- 
nomic bases, lack urban areas 
and significant minority popula- 
tions, generally are not represen- 
tative of the country, and should 
not be given continued priority 
status in the presidential nomi- 
nating process. 

National political leaders a 
few years ago recognized some 
of these points, and added two 
more states to their protected list 
of early nominating states, But 
they chose South Carolina and 
Nevada, neither of which is any

more representative of the 
nationa! population and both of 
which embody many of the same 
shortcomings as in Iowa and 
New Hampshire. 

One of the better suggestions 
so far is a series of four or five 
regional primaries, which would 
group states in a region for same- 
day primaries, and shift the 
schedule so regions take turns in 
leading off the process, 

So perhaps the Michigan pri- 
mary this year, in the end, will 
accomplish one of its purposes, 
although it did not help decide a 
presidential nominee. 

Prediction No. 3: Sooner or 
later, the parties will change the 
format for choosing their presi- 
dential candidates, and Michigan 
will have helped to bring about 
that eventual improvement.

There has always been a tent 
and a section for the sponsors and 
V.LP.s, but it was always set up 
close to Rays Canoe Livery, leav- 
ing a lot of room for people to sit 
by the river and enjoy the events. 
How they did it this year left a lot 
of people without a place to sit or 
stand to watch the events. Maybe 
someday they need to look at 
placing permanent benches, like 
stadium seating, along the hillside

To the editor: 

For over 34 years, our commu- 
nity fire department has been 
known as the Grayling City and 
Township Fire Department. The 
style of management has periodi- 
cally changed, but has remained 
appropriate for the times and was 
accepted by everyone involved. 
Unfortunately, this is not the situ- 
ation. 

The City of Grayling and 
Grayling Charter Township are at 
odds over controlling aspects of 
your fire department. Numerous 
reasons for the difficulties have 
been suggested. The end result, 
however, is that without a concert- 
ed effort, our one well functioning 
fire department will no longer 
exist and the city and township 
will need to provide this vital, life 
and property saving service 
through separate means. The 
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This construction is scheduled 
to take place starting April 15 and 
continue until some time in 
September. While this construc- 
tion is taking place, either the 
northbound or the southbound 
traffic will be detoured onto the 
streets of Grayling. 

The proposed detour route is 
State St., to Maple SL, to Lake St., 
and then back onto M-72. If my 
memory is correct and MDOT's 
figures are correct, this will equal 
roughly an.additional 7,000 vehi- 
cles a day on these roads. This 
does not include weekend and 
holiday travel, where numbers 
will be higher. 

I live on the proposed detour 
route and use the traffic light to 
turn from Lake St. onto the busi- 
ness loop daily. 

First of all, I am not exactly 
thrilled about having an extra 
7,000 cars, SUVs, semis, etc., dri- 


‘ving past my. house every day; but, 


I understand that when. the road 
work is completed things should 
return to normal, 

What I’m really upset about is 
changing the north end of the 
business loop from four lanes of 
traffic to three lanes. Now, if you 
are turning left from Lake St. onto 
the business loop, you can merge 
with the traffic coming from M-72 
West. With three lanes you will 
have to yield to the traffic coming 
off of M-72 West and potentially 
have to sit through several lights 
before being able to turn. The 
three lane configuration is further 
made less attractive when you 
consider peak travel through this 
area, i.e. Fourth of July and 
Cherry Festival week, incidents 
that close southbound I-75 near 
town. 

I] don't know how many folks 
remember the traffic snarls on M- 
72 West coming into town before 
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they changed this, reat9 » four 


., Janes,; but my fear,is that this, is 
exactly the way most of town will 
look when we reduce two lanes of 
southbound traffic to one. 

Again, I was lucky enough to 
attend this meeting and was abie 
to voice my opinion to the people 
from MDOT in charge of this pro- 
ject. I was also able to voice my 
opinion to the members of the city 
council who were present at the 
time. They have the final say 
whether or not this project goes 
through. 

For those of you who were 
unable to attend and do care about 
this, ] encourage you to contact 
either MDOT or the city council. 
Ask them questions and let them 
know what you think or you could 
end up with another road project 
you really don’t like.

County offers new housing 


The | Crawford County 
Housing Commission has 
announced a new program 
aimed at helping homeowners 
make repairs or pay for an addi- 
tion. 

The Crawford County 
Housing Commission recently 
began administering the 
Property Improvement 
Program-Plus (PIP-Plus)  pro- 

gram. 

Under the terms of the pro- 
gram, eligible homeowners can 
get up to 50 percent of their 
home improvement costs, up to 
$10,000, forgiven in five years. 
The balance of the PIP-Plus 
loan would have to be repaid 
with monthly payments at a 4 or 
6 percent interest rate. 

Eligible applicants must own 
or be buying their home in 
Crawford County. They must 
want to bring their home up to 
federal Housing and Urban 
Development’s minimum hous- 
ing quality standards. They 
must have an annual income 
under 80 percent of the Area 
Median Income, be credit wor- 
thy and qualify for a PIP loan. 

Eligible improvements 
include roofs, furnaces, siding, 
insulation and replacing win- 
dows and doors. A homeowner 
can also use the funds to help 
upgrade electrical and plumb- 
ing fixtures and remodel 
kitchens and bathrooms, The 
loans can also be used for home 
additions, garage construction

Scholarships may be used for 
any course of study at a public or 
private secondary school, 
including community colleges, 
technical schools, and four-year 
universities. The program does 


not provide assistance for gradu-_ 


ate degree programs. It seeks 
women who are entering two to 
thrée year technical or skill 
enhancement programs, or who 
are in the final stages of. their 
college experience. Funds are 
payable to the institution and 
may be used to pay for tuition, 
fees and books, 

Interested applicants can sub- 
mit their application online 
beginning July 1, 2008, at 
http://www.aarpfoundationwlc.o 
tg. The application process clos- 
es on August 22, 2008, and 
scholarships will be awarded in 
early 2009, 

Scholarship winners will be 
chosen by an independent selec- 
tion committee established by 
the AARP Foundation. They 
will be chosen on the basis of 
financial need, personal circum- 
stances and achievements, edu- 
cational goals, and the likely 
impact of the scholarship on 
their lives, 
their communities. The 
Foundation will award up to 100 
scholarship awards, ranging 
from $500 to $5,000, depending 
on financial need and the cost of 
the education or training pro- 
gram.

ily. It is truly an honor that she 
continues the support of our 
military that her great-grandfa- 
ther offered so many years ago.” 

Karger, who grew up in 
Grayling, recalls attending the 
Memorial and Review at Camp 
Grayling as a girl, when 
Michigan National Guard sol- 
diers and other troops from the 
Midwest were part of the train- 
ing. 

“The field would just be filled 
with troops,” Karger said. 

Karger recounted the dusty 
conditions and the tent cities 
that soldiers stayed in before the 
permanent barracks were built. 

“That was a big outing for the 
family,” she said. 

At the Memorial and Review, 
Cutler noted that the equivalent 
of the entire Michigan Natural 


Guard - about 9,000 soldiers | 


and airmen - have been 
deployed to fight the global War 
on Terror since the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks. Twenty 
Michigan National Guard sol- 
diers have given the ultimate 
sacrifice and have died while on 
their missions. About 90 sol- 
diers have been wounded during 
their deployments. Nearly a 
dozen soldiers that had been 
critically wounded, forcing 
them to retire from their mili- 
tary service, were recognized at 
the Memorial and Review. 

Karger said it was a sobering 
and moving experience to see 
the soldiers marching by togeth- 
er during the Memorial and 
Review, since they will likely be 
deployed to Iraq and 
Afghanistan for future missions.

Kirtland offers two 
new automotive 


programs 


When fall classes begin at 
Kirtland Community College’s 
main campus near Roscommon 
in August, students in the 
Automotive Technology 
Department will have two new 
certificates they could choose to 
earn. 

Starting with the fall 2008 
semester, Kirtland is introducing 
two new automotive certificate 
programs — Auto Body Specialist 
and Diesel Service Specialist. 
According to KCC officials, both 
offer potential students, whether 
a novice wanting to learn how to 
maintain their own car or profes- 
sionals seeking to upgrade their 
skills, the chance to open new 
doors of opportunity. / 

“We're starting with an intro- 
duction to diesel class this fall,” 
said Richard “Smoke” Bonk, 
automotive instructor and pro- 
gram director at KCC. “It’s open 
to anyone who might ‘have a 
diesel car or truck who wants to 
learn about the maintenance of 
their vehicle. But, overall, it 
more addresses the educational 
needs of an automotive service 
technician.” 

An advanced diesel perform- 
ance and diagnostics class will 
be offered in the 2009 winter 
semester for experienced service 
technicians. 

The diesel service specialist 
program will focus more on the 
service and maintenance of 
diesel-powered passenger vehi- 
cles and light-duty trucks, such 
as pickups in the one-ton class 
range or less. The program is 
designed to give students an 
understanding of related electri- 
cal and electronic systems, the 
fundamentals of diesel technolo- 
gy, engine performance and diag- 
nostics. 

Bonk added that the new pro- 
gram addresses an educational 
void, both for district residents 
and area professionals. 

“No one in northern Michigan 
teaches diesel service programs,” 
he said.’ “To my knowledge, 
we're the only college north of 
Big Rapids that has a diesel! Pro 
gram.” 

Once the certificate program is 
completed, students should be 
prepared for Michigan Bureau of 


Automotive Regulation 
Mechanic Certification and 
National Institute for Automotive 
Service Excellence (ASE) 
Certification tests. ; 

Meanwhile, the new auto body 
specialist ‘certificate is designed 
to open the door for potential stu- 
dents to a possible career in auto 
body and paint finish repair, 
while also preparing them to take 
both the state and national ASE 
tests. The program includes such 
areas of study as electrical and 
electronic systems, braking sys- 
tems, heating and air condition- 
ing, automatic and manual trans- 
Missions, as well as steering, sus- 
pension and alignment. 

“This will give them the entry- 
level training they'll need to 
work in a body shop,” Bonk said. 

Bonk added there’s a definite 
advantage offered by the two 
new certificate programs. While 
students can quickly earn a cer- 
tificate to show a potential 
employer, the certificates also 
form the base for a more 
advanced education, with the 
course work easily transitioning 
into a possible associate’s degree 
in automotive technology offered 
at Kirtland. 

Classes for the fall 2008 
semester are slated to start on 
Aug. 23. Students sign up for 
classes. at the fall registration 
period Monday through Friday, 
Aug. 18-22. 

Currently, about 2,200 stu- 
dents attend a variety of certifi- 
cate and two-year degree pro- 
grams at Kirtland’s two campus- 
es — at Roscommon, and the 
Michigan Technical Education 
Center (M-TEC) in Gaylord ~ 
with the college’s service area 
including all or parts of
